enforce this Act only as a secondary violation; providing that a violation of this
Act isamoving violation for the purpose of awarding pointsagainst adriver's
license; and generally relating to arestriction on the origina provisional driver's
license of aminor.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

(D-2) (1) 0 EXCEPT ASPROVIDED IN SUBPARAGRAPH (I1)2 OF THIS
PARAGRAPH, THE ADMINISTRATION SHALL IMPOSE ON EACH PROVISIONAL DRIVER'S
LICENSE ISSUED TO A LICENSEE UNDER THE AGE OF 18 YEARS A RESTRICTION THAT
PROHIBITS THE LICENSEE FROM DRIVING A MOTOR VEHICLE WITH A PASSENGER
UNDER THE AGE OF 18 YEARS.

(n THE RESTRICTION IMPOSED UNDER SUBPARAGRAPH (1) OF
THIS PARAGRAPH:
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1 1. SHALL BE IN EFFECT FROM THE DATE THE PROVISIONAL
2 LICENSE ISORIGINALLY ISSUED UNTIL THE 181ST DAY AFTER THE PROVISIONAL
3 LICENSE WASISSUED; AND

4 2. DOESNOT APPLY TO A PASSENGER WHO IS A SPOUSE,
5 DAUGHTER, SON, STEPDAUGHTER, STEPSON, SISTER, BROTHER, STEPSISTER, OR
6 STEPBROTHER OF THE LICENSEE.
